Topeka, Kan.—The harvester army 
that is now employed gathering the 
crops of the great central-w heat belt 
states outnumbers the entire peace 
time strength of the United States 
army. 
The advance guard started 
northward in Texas early in June, 
adding recruits by the thousands as 
the season moved into the pivotal 
wheat state of Kansas in mid-June, 
and swelling in numbers to more 
than 100,000 as it reached its peak 
activity in the Sunflower state about 
July I, according to statistics avail­ 
able at the state court of industrial 
relations here. 
105,000 Men 
“ It requires 105,000 men to handle 
this harvest and provide, for replace­ 
ment*, 
remarked J. IL Crawford, 
presiding judge. 
“To visualize this 
great army taxes the imagination. 
Witness 102 trains, made up of ten 
passenger coaches and each coach 
carrying 65 men, rushing from south, 
east and west to the points of distri­ 
bution. Then stand for 30 hour* until 
these men march single file past a 
given point and 
stretch 
along the 
highway a distance of 78 miles.

mount,to saying that the Legislature 
can pass a law to do the thing in­ 
directly which the Constitution pro­ 
hibits it from doing directly. 
If ap­ 
propriations can be made to a com­ 
mission, the purpose of which is to 
distribute benevolence to aged 
in­ 
digent persons, it is accomplishing ex­ 
actly what the Constitution says can 
not he done, namely, making an ap­ 
propriation for benevolent purposes 
to certain persons. 
No Standing As Poor Law 
Neither can the act be sustained 
as a poor law, holds the Court, which 
remarks the state recognized its in­ 
herent duty to care for its poor years 
before the Constitution of 1874, which 
left the system untouched. 
“If it had been intended that di- j 
rect appropriation might be made ou t; 
of the State Treasury for the relief 
of the poor, some provision evidencing 
such intention which would create so 
radical a change in the government 
policy in this regard would have been 
inserted in the Constitution,” says the 
Judge.
